INDUSTRY. 

The present aspect of Cornish tin mining is that of an in- 
dustry which has seen its best days, and for the past ten years has 
been maintaining an uninterrupted and painful struggle for very 
existence, But for the prosperity of one very rich mine the search 
for tin in the county of Cornwall must long ago have ceased. Dol- 
coath alone during these ten years has paid back with interest the 
capital expended, whilst almost every other mine has failed to pay 
even the very lowest rate of interest on the outlay, and very many 
have not given a single dividend during the whole decade. Yet these 
ventures are continued, and shareholders are constantly assured that 
there is no reason whatever why each of these failures should not 
turn out a second Doleoath; but ten years of patient waiting is 
beginning to have its effect on even the most reckless adventurer. 
It is at length becoming very evident that a radical change is 


wanted somewhere, or the money of the “outside shareholder” 
will not be much longer forthcoming. To people not inti- 
mately conversant with the inhabitants of the county it 
would seem perfectly natural that the direst distress must 
prevail. On the contrary, there is nothing of the sort. Sut 
why Simply because the chief sufferer —in fact, the only 
one who really loses much--is the poor victim of hope deferred— 
the “ outside shareholder.” It is he, and he only, who really feels 
“the burden and heat of the day.” Wages are pretty much what 
they have been for half a century, and the merchant pays his per- 
petual cails by a little extra profit on the supplies, whilst the 
smelters go on making fortunes as they have always done; it is 
notorious that after atime they invariably become bankers, alike 
in poor and goo times. This is merely the result of a very simple

S1r,—Few days pass without having prosecutions for cruelty to 
animals in our public thoroughfares recorded. Were there a clause 
in the Mines Act—as there ought to be--giving the officers of the 
society permission to enter pits where horses are employed the list of 
prosecutions would be disagreeably enlarged. Cruelty under 
circumstances is most repugnant to all sensitive natures; but brutality 
in a pit to either man or beast, when the surroundings are 
a 1ances the feeling. Ill-usage of horses below ground I 

onsider magnifies the crime, and to draw the attention of owners 
por others interested in its prevention is my motive in writing 
Owners supply the animals for their operations; it ought to be their 
duty—not to speak of their interest—to see that they are well cared 
for Horses, as a rule, when properly tended and work thrive below 
ground, I have often expressed my astonishment at employers not 
enquiring into the cause of the short lives of their equine miners, I 
have known three horses killed by brutality in as many months in 
one pit, yet the shocking matter was passed over by some of

It isa common custom where special 
night work has to be overtaken, and where the assistance of a horse 
is required to yoke one of those that had done duty during the day. 
I have seen one so engaged for the best part of a week falling down 
from sheer exhaustion, and getting belaboured by the heaviest, 
handiest weapon for showing such signs of weakness, It is remark- 
able that animals employed in mines display an aptness for their 
work, and exhibit traits of sagacious intelligence that is not so 
generally observed above ground, Tricks that would do credit to 
circus horses are not uncommon among them.

“That the capital of the company be increased by the creation of 
10,000 shares of 52. each, to be issued as fully paid up, in the manner 
provided in the said agreement, dated the 26th day of February, 1885, 
and made between Messrs. Grant and Co. of the one part, and the 
ee of the other part.” 

“That Article 82 of the company’s Articles of Association be altered 
by substituting for the word ‘eight’ therein the word ‘ five,’ and that 
Article 85 of the Articles of Association of the company be altered by 
striking out all the words after—‘ The remuneration of the directors 
for their services shall be,’ and by substituting for the words struck 
out the words ‘a sum equal to 5 per cent. upon net profits up to 
10,000/., and 10 per cent. on the net profits over 10,0007. earned by 
the company in each year, including the year ending on 28th Febru- 
ary, 1886, which shall be divided amongst them as they shall from 
time to time determine.’” 

Mr. ALFRED WRIGHT (the secretary) read the notice calling the 
meeting. 

The CHAIRMAN said that on the occasion of the meeting held on 
the 19th March there were four resolutions passed by the meeting. 
Two of those resolutions took effect from the date on which they 
were passed ; but the other two, which are given above, required 
confirmation, and for this purpose the meeting was convened to-day. 
The matter was very fully gone into on the 19th March, and he did 
not know it was possible to say much more about it to-day; but if 
any gentlemen had any questions to ask before the resolutions were 
put to the meeting he should be happy to answer them. He form- 
ally moved the confirmation of the resolutions given above. 

Mr. THORN seconded the motion, which was put, and carried 
unanimously. 

A further extraordinary meeting was then held to confirm and 
ratify an agreement between Messrs. Grant and Co. and the Explo- 
sives Coupany (Limited), which agreement is supplemented to that 
ofthe 26th February, 1885, made between Messrs. Grant and Co. 
and the Explosives Company (Limited). 

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, from this supplemental agree- 
ment you will have observed that two variations from the original 
contract are proposed—to substitute redeemable or irredeemable de- 
benture stock for terminable debenture bonds, and to increase the 
amount of the first mortgage from 30,000/. to 100,0002. The first— 
which, on the first view of it, may seem to you very unimportant, 
and merely something of a formal and technical character, which 
you may feel disposed to pass asa matter of course—is in reality 
of great importance. There may not seem to be much difference 
between a terminable debenture bond, and a redeemable debenture 
stock, but an inscribed stock is preferred for many purposes of in- 
vestment, and generally commands, from its convenience and free- 
dom from the risk of \oss, a better price; while if, as is probable, 
the form of irredeemable debenture stock be adopted, the advan- 
tages are very important indeed. Assuming that you sanction the 
creation and issue of 100,000/. debenture stock, and that it is decided 
to issue it as irredeemable stock, the position of the company is such 
that it is not at all unlikely it may be necessary to resort to the 
maximum rate of interest (10 per cent.) for the purpose of placing 
at par the first 30,000/.; and, as the whole issue must bear the same 
rate of interest, that will create a first charge on profits of 10,000/. per 
annum. A permanent charge of such a large amount is a very seri- 
ous matter, and requires most carefu! consideration ; but, on the 
other hand, I fully believe that the first 30,0002. will put the busi- 
ness into such an improved position that there will be no difficulty 
in raising the remainder of the stock, if necessary, at a large pre- 
mium, while its investment, as we are convinced, and as I shall 
presently endeavour to prove to you, will render the security over 
the whole 100,000/. relatively much greater than the security avail- 
able for the 30,000/. originally proposed—great as that is, and as it 
must appear to be to every person who will investgate the 
matter. I will now submit to you certain hypotheses, which 
I, indeed, personally, view as assured facts; but which, com- 
ing before you with a certain degree of novelty, you will probably 
in their first aspect be indisposed to view otherwise than as hypo- 

theses. I have said, and you all know, that the whole issue of de- 
benture stock must bear interest at the same rate; but it is not com- 
pulsory to issue it all at the same time or at the same price. It will, 
as a matter of course, be issued as and when required ; and care wil! 
be taken, in the case of each issue, to comply with the requirements 
of the Stock Exchange, so as to enable the company to apply fora 
settlement and quotation. Now, it will be very strange indeed, ifa 
well-secured irredeemable 10 per cent. stock does not speedily go to a 
large premium ; and supposing it necessary to issue 30,000/. at par, 
in the first instance, it needs no inspired prophet to predicate with 
certainty that in a short time it will be selling at or over 40 per 
cent. premium (at which it will yield a return of 7 percent.), and 
that it will be easy to place a second issue of 30,000/. at that price, 
and the balance of 40,0007, most probably at 50 per cent. premium, 
at which it will yield 62. 13s.4d. per cef&t. perannum. That would 
give the company 32,0001. as the nucleus ofa reserve. Such, gentle- 


| ness on a cash basis; and once the business was fairly started 
(which in all these years it has never once been) we relied upon 
being able to obtain facilities for conducting it on a larger scale. 
Two circumstances, however, which happened almost simultaneously 
since the last meeting, turned our attention peremptorily to the 
whole question of the best basis on which to place the business. One 
was a requisition from a neighbouring Continental Government for 
a quotation of torpedo cotton (now under their consideration), and 
the other was an offer of the supply of raw material on very favour- 
able terms. You will readily understand that Government orders 
are generally on a large scale, and require prompt execution, which 
involves a large stock and a large working capital, but they are also 
as a rule very remunerative. Whether the enquiry I have mentioned 
will result in business remains to be seen. I never believe in any- 
thing until a contract has been signed, but hope there may be some- 
thing ere long to say respecting it. Then, the cash business is not 
like exchanging a note for sovereigns at the Bank of England, but 
is in reality a month or six weeks’ credit. Altogether, after recon- 
sidering the matter, it seemed highly inexpedient to go into these 
new arrangements in a half-hearted sort of manner, or to make what 
our American friends call a one-horse machine of what ought 
to be, and will certainly become, a first-rate business if conducted 
with a full team. We also obtained the perusal of the balance- 
sheet of another company for the year 1883 —a highly successful 
company, in which respect I trust the Explosives Company will ere 
long be in the same category. That company, on December 31, 
1883, had a stock of manufactured goods and raw materials of 
close upon 200,000/., and as 30,000/., after paying off our liabilities, 
and making the requisite alterations in, and additions to, the plant, 
would only have left about 8000/. as working capital, you will, I 
trust, see that if, with all their experience, that company requires 
to maintain such a very large stock; one might as well try to drive 
a modern locomotive with the original steam-boiler --which was, | 
believe, a tea-kettle--as try to make the Explosives Company into a 
great and profitable concern without sufficient capital power. Messrs. 
Grant and Co. being of the same opinion, it was considered better 
to submit this view of the case to you at once, and if it shall seem 
to you that by sanctioning this increase of working capital you are 
making it easier for them to carry out their part of the contract 
that is the very result we have in view, for it is obvious that the 
sooner the new management succeed in making the business into 
1 10 per cent. business the sooner will your capital be raised to its 
proper value. You will not fail to observe also that by so much as 
the new capital is increased over 30,0007. by so much the more do 
Messrs. Grant and Co. burden the profits with interest charges, and 
apparently make their own position more difficult, and it shows 
their confidence in the basiness that they are prepared to do so 
Now, in regard to the security for the increased charge on th 
property, I may say in the first place I feel perfectly con 
ident that not a penny of the sum raised will be expended without 
full value received, and that is a consideration, which does not ap- 
pear to have been sufficiently attended to in the inception and early 
management of the business. In the second place, while a small 
portion of it will necessarily go into additional and improved plant, 
thereby increasing the productive capacity and, therefore, the earn- 
ing power of the company’s works—the great bulk of it will go into 
raw materials and wages, on a scale of prices so iow that it seems 
impossible any movement should now occur unless in an upward 
direction. The debenture stockholders will, therefore, possess the 
security of the greatly enhanced and constantly increasing value 
of the premises, fixed and movable plant of a live and going con- 
cern, as compared with that of a moribund body, which the com- 
pany was a few weeks ago; while in regard to the great bulk of the 
investment, which will be in raw materials and labour, they will 
have the security of a very low-priced stock in addition to the im- 
proved value of the manufactured goods, which I feel at liberty to 
assure you is very great, although I trust you will see the necessity 
of not pressing me to go into precise details on that head.

Mr. JOHN SAUL (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the report of the directors was taken as read. 

The CHAIRMAN said before moving the adoption of the report and 
accounts he would, as usual, give them all the information in his 
power regarding the working of the past half and the probable results 
of the present half-year, and as far as one could see a short way into 
the future. The tonnage stamped during the past half-year was 
29,740 tons, a large increase, as they were lec to expect, over the ave- 
rage of former periods for some time, at all events for several half- 
years. The value of the gold and silverin that mineral was $6 12c 
as against 7-5 cents., the average of seven preceding half-years. In 
English money, and taking the 31 at 4s. for convenience sake, it was 
24s.

It is admitted on all hands 
that with the existing price of coal at mines, especially those in 
the inland districts, and dependent upon the railways for reach- 
ing the principal markets, they cannot be worked at a profit. A 
good many colliery owners state that they have been carrying on 
at a loss, and cannot continue to contribute towards the payment 
of wages out of capital, and this cannot be expected of thei 
The leaders of the miners cannot contradict this statement of the 
employers with respect to prices and losses, but simply assert 
that wages are only such as the miners can barely live upon. The 
working of mines, so far as the cost of material is concerned, has, 
we are informed, been brought down to the lowest point con- 
sistent with the safety of the men employed underground, con- 
seq ue ntly the question has come down to one of the reduction of 
wages or the carrying on of the mines at a loss \ good many of 
the owners state that they are prepared to let their mines stanc 
in preference to going on as at present, as it would pay them 
better to do so. This, of course, would be a serious matter for 
the miners, and is one that should be well considered by those 
who act as their advisers. As is usually the case when a dispute

What remedy, we would ask, can be suggested 
to alter this state of things, and put all the co liery owners in the 
kingdom in exactly the same position that an advance of |s. pertow 
would bring the same amount of profit ? Colliery owner , we need

GENERAL REMARKS, 

The demand for all metals has continued quiet, and owing to 
increased political complications prices have tended downwards, 
and an uneasy feeling has prevailed, The Easter week is in- 
variably one in which quietude predominates, but this year it 
has, perhaps, been quieter than usual because trade is in such a 
deplorably bad state. Just now, too much attention cannot be 
drawn to the very low prices that are ruling, and that they are 
most unprofitable may be gathered from the restriction in pro- 
duction in certain mines. Thus the production of iron is being 
urtailed, and some of the copper mines are closing because they 


annot go on producing at the ruling rates, and yet any good 
effect that might be produced thereby to prices is more than 
mnterbalanced by the disturbed state of political affairs. That 


reduced production, however, is absolutely essential in the 
two foregoing metals is perfectly evident from the recent 
very unfavourable statistics that have been published, and, 
therefore, in the interests of the trade at large, it is 
satisfactory to note reduction. jut the question 
is, Will the reduced output be sufficiently curtailed to give the 
required relief to the market ? If not we cannot expect any im- 
provement yet awhile, nor can we look for higher values. If the 
larger producers continue in their policy, which they have carried 
out for so long a time, and which has been found wanting, of 
trying to make up for the deficiency of prices by increasing their 
nitput, no permanent improvement can be made as yet in prices, 
They have now an opportunity of regulating their supplies in 
wcordance with the wants of the trade, and, as some of their 
smaller competitors ure closed, and others on the eve of closing, 
it is plain that with some little exertion they might keep their 
supplies under deliveries, probably without making any material 
lifference to themselves. But this week it has not been so much 
the question of supply that has attracted attention. Copper 
mines may stand closed and iron furnaces damped down, but 
traders have taken alarm from the critical states of affairs in 
Afghanistan, and when the reports of hostilities having 
ommenced reached this country yesterday morning, our markets 
became very disturbed and considerably disorganised. Prices fell 
away, and a very uneasy feeling sprung up. Holders endeavoured 
to relieve themselves of their stocks and to do so they were 
“liged to accept much lower rates; in fact, a sort of panic ex- 
isted, and sellers all round predominated. It was useless to point 
mt the cheapness of prices, to refer to the reduced production, 
toshow that many, if not most, producers were working at a 
los, or to draw attention to any favourable feature in the trade. 
Vonfidence has heen lost, and until it is regained, there can be 
ho permanent rally in prices. It is in times of depression, such 
4 at present exists, that unfavourable advices make the dk epest 
tapression upon the markets. They are in too sensitive a state 
be able to stand against any extra pressure. They are over- 
burden, i with heavy stocks, and prices are kept low fre m excessive 
production, although that production may recently have been 
wmewhat reduced.

This arises not from 
increased business, for the returns testify to a still further re- 
striction of shipments and general bad trade, but has its origin 
from the contemplation of Scotch makers to reduce the produc- 
tion. Already some furnaces have been damped down, and more 
may be put out of blast; so that makers are beginning to be 


| hopeful that improved values may be permanently realised. We 


pointed out some few weeks back the advisability of taking this 
step, and now in the interests of the trade, for the assurance of 
better prices, it is to be hoped that a sensible reduction in the 
output may be effected. Just a few furnaces damped down will 
not do much good, as is evidenced by this week’s returns, 


'which show that shipments are still of a disappointing 
|character, and that, in spite of the slightly reduced 
production, stocks have been still further augmented. 


The advantages and disadvantages of reduced production 
are palpable, and may be briefly summed up in the advantages of 
better prices, and the disadvantages of having to discharge many 


of the employed, perhaps hands who have served in the works for | 


several years past. It is, however, evident that if the movement 
is to be successful it must be done thoroughly, and not in a half- 
and-half sort of a way. It is of no use blowing out one or two 
furnaces. A suflicient number must be damped down to bring 


|the production under the requirements of the trade, otherwise 


stocks must further increase, and instead of the requisite relief 
there will be increased depression. With the three furnaces that 
have been damped down, stocks have further accumulated, so it 
is evident that increased restrictions in the production are neces- 
sary to ensure a permanency in the improved rates. Even this 
small reduction has caused prices to strengthen, but it has yet to 
be seen whether this is but a mere market fluctuation arising from 
operators taking a more cheerful view of the prospect, as is their 
wont upon every announcement of any favourable features. We 
have yet to see whether regular traders will follow up the rise, 
but it is very plain they will not be anxious buyers, or do more 
than limit their purchases to their most urgent 
requirements, so long as supplies are in_ excess of 
the regular wants of the trade. Last Monday and yesterday 
being observed as holidays in Glasgow, there was no warrant 
market on either of those two days, but on Tuesday the market 
opened with a very good tone, and the price fluctuated betwixt 
tis.

Stocks here have rather increased, signifying that suppliers are 
anxious to obtain the ruling prices, and they ure certainly favour- 
able values compared with other metals, and it is generally 
thought leave a very fair margin of profit to suppliers. It is, 
therefore, but natural suppliers should seek to secure their mar- 
ket while the opportunity offers, particularly as in the face of so 
many adverse features prevailing all round, there is little to keep 
up the price of tin, little that can give any support to the 
market, and much that may cause a declension in values. 
Deliveries, it is true, are good, but there are other questions 
besides that of deliveries to be taken into consideration. 
The supplies must be borne in mind, political affairs must not be 
disregarded, the generally unsettled feeling has to be remembered 
and the bad state of regular trade, combined with other adverse 
influences, are all features which must necessarily tend to weaken 
if not push down prices. It would require a strong hand to pre-

serve the steadiness of the market against so many unfavourable 
influences, and it will be hard to promote cheerfulness and to 
establish confidence until a more settled state of things charac- 
terises both the political and commercial horizon. Speculation 
may keep prices up for a while, and recent movements confirm 
this; but they also show that such advances can be but tempor- 
ary. They cannot last long when the great mainstay of good 
trade is wanting, and when everything else is tending in an 
opposite direction, and almost all influences are adverse to any 
permanent improvement.

The situation in business generally has not changed perceptibly 
during the past week. Interest has of course centred in the war- 
like rumours which come to us from England, and our business 
men and speculators, with only too much leisure on their hands, 
have been trying to arrive at some definite conclusion whether a 
war abroad would do us good orharm. It is quite generally 
held that with so many close ties binding our interests with those 
of England we could not escape sharing in any suffering which 
might grow out of a conflict if prolonged.

A few days ago 
was shown a magnificent plate of } in. 
deposited copper made at the works of the St. Louis Smelting 
and Refining Company, at Cheltenham, Mo., a very ably 
managed concern. The growth of this manufacture of chemically 
pure copper from very inferior raw material will, I take it, tell in 
the long run on the prices of such favourite grades of copper as 
Wallaroo and Lake. It has a levelling tendency on prices of 
different brands. 

As an item of news which will probably reach the Mining 
Journal before it has found its way into print on this side of the 
Atlantic, I may statethat the Calumet and Hecla Mining Company 
produced last year not less than 40,473,585 Ibs. of refined copper 
You see that the giant has been growingin 1884, and I think will 
add a number of round millions to its record this year.

THE strike of ironworkers connected with the Govan Shipbuilding 
Company terminated on April 3, the men having accepted the terms 
originally offered them by their employers. During the past fort- 
night the Govan Shipbuilding Company secured the services of a 
large number of ironworkers, and when the men who were on strike 
presented themselves at the works many of them found that they 
could not be re-engaged. 

THE strike of apprentice carpenters at Greenock, was brought to 
aclose on April2. Messrs. Caird and Co., posted a notice requesting 
the apprentices who refused to start work to remove their tools and 
chests from the yard, which has been done. 

Mr. Weir, the secretary of the Fife and Clackmannan Miners’ 
Association, has received the following reply from the Coalmasters’ 
secretary to arequest that a conference be granted for the discussion 
of wages :— “ Burntisland, 2nd April, 1885. 
“Mr. John Weir, Dunfermline, 

“ Dear Sir,—Referring to your letter of the 28th ult., an answer 
has already been given by employers to deputations of their own 
workmen, and if there are any who have not yet seen their employers, 
and who desire to do so, they will be made welcome, but the em- 
ployers do not consider any other discussion of the question necessary 

the circumstances.—Yours truly,— “JOHN CONNELL.” 

THE exception taken by the colliery engineers and stokers in the 
Rhondda and other valleys to the imposition of the 24 per cent. 
colliery reduction on the ground that the association advances to 
the colliery have not been paid to these classes in the past, is the 
subject of friendly overtures to the employers in several instances. 
At Lewis's Colliery the reduction is not going to be enforced on the 
two specified classes, and it is hoped to have an equally satisfactory 
solution of matters elsewhere. 

THE workers in the oil shale pits of the{Walkinshaw Oil Company, 
at Paisley, have struck work on areduction of wages ranging from 
6d. to 10d. per day. The workers in the neighbouring ironstone pit, 
who have been similarly reduced, have also arranged to strike. The 
men on strike number about 200. 

On April 2 a mass meeting of Dean Forest colliers and miners was 
held on the open forest near the Seven Stars Hotel, Cinderford. 
There was a large and enthusiastic attendance. Mr. Richard Buffrey, 
a butty collier, took the chair, and was supported by Mr. E. A. 
Rymer, miners’ agent; Mr. Isaac Steery, Mr. Edwin Cockayne, and 
the secretaries of the Union lodges. After several addresses had been 
delivered, resolutions binding those present to resistance were 

























































On Tuesday, about 2000 colliers, employed by the Clay Cross Coal 
Company underground, received 14 days’ notice to leave their em- 
ployment. This step is taken to enforce the 10 per cent. reduction. 
This action will affect over 10,000 hands inthe Clay Cross district. 
On Tuesday morning the whole of the workmen tenanting the houses 
of the Yorkshire and Derbyshire Coal and Iron Company received 
notices that ejectment warrants would be applied for next Wednes- 
day if they did not quit inthe meantime. The owners are determined 
to enforce the 10 per cent. reduction. 

THE strike in the coal trade is extending into Derbyshire, the col- 
liery proprietors of that county having decided to give notice to 
their men to quit work or submit to a 10 per cent. reduction in 
wages. During the interview at Sheffield about a fortnight ago be- 
tween coalowners and a deputation of South Yorkshire miners much 
was made by members of the latter of the fact that many coalowners 
were not demanding the reduction, and that masters were really 
divided among themselves. As time goes on, however, the number 
of firms giving notices increases.

These remarks apply more especially to gold and silver ores, by 
reason of the great value of the minerals. In fact, at the Little 
Annie Gold Mining Company, Colorado, where 16 of these Frue 
vanners are at work, the concentrated product from the tailings 
of the stamp-mill is more than sufficient to pay the total running 
expenses of the works, leaving all the gold obtained from the 
mill as profit. Previous to the erection of these vanning ma- 
chines all this material was wasted. In order to understand the 
conditions under which a machine must operate in order to ex- 
tract the metalliferous constituents of slime from the accom- 
panying particles of rock or gangue, it will be worth while to 
examine the process of vanning on a shovel or pan, which is the 
most perfect method of separation we know of, because in it we 
employ judgment—a thing which does not enter into the move- 
ments of machinery.

HYDRAULIC MINING IN THE AUSTRALIAN ALPS. 


z oe 7 
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The sketch above this will give some idea of the method of 
hydraulic mining as now being adopted for working the vast beds 
of auriferous gravels to be found in many districts in the Aus- 
tralian Alps. The plan being similar to that in vogue in Cali- 
fornia, Ina reportin the Argus it says —The Cobungra Company 
is the first that will be bringing the advantages of hydraulic 
sluicing into operation as so uo the unconstructed portions of 
the head race are completed, The wash in the surrounding 
localities is in most instances covered with basalt, and only where 
the creeks and rivers cut through into the bed-rock is it exposed 
to view.

FOREIGN MINING AND METALLURGY. 

The French Lron Trade has not shown any change of importance. 
Efforts are still being made to advance quotations, but they have 
met with scarcely any success, and iron has continued obtainable 
at 5/. 12s. per ton. The Orleans Railway Company has recently 
let contracts for a considerable number of trucks to works in the 
neighbourhood of Paris. The same company is also about to let 
contracts for 135 locomotives of the ordinary type. The imports 
of iron minerals into France in the first two months of this year 
amounted to 150,683 tons, as compared with 225,647 tons in the 
corresponding period of 1884, and 239,094 tons in the correspond- 
ing period of 1883. The total of 150,683 tons representing the 
imports of the first two months of this year was made up as 
follows :—Belgium, 20,199 tons; Germany, 60,747 tons; Spain, 
62,368 tons; Italy, 508 tons; Algeria, 4735 tons; and other 
countries, 2126 tons. The exports of iron minerals from France 
in the first two months of this year were 9447 tons, as compared 
with 17,172 tons in the corresponding period of 1884, and 8237 
tons in the corresponding period of 1883. The German [ron 
Trade has remained without material change. The total produc- 
tion of pig in Germany, in February, was 296,927 tons, as com- 
pared with 275,375 tons in February, 1884. The aggregate pro- 
luction in the first two months of this year was 616,728 tons, as 
compared with 553,437 tons in the corresponding period of 1884, 
showing an augmentation of 63,291 tons this year. The output 
f Bessemer pig in Germany, in February, was 36,250 tons, 

The Belgian Lron Trade still continues dull and weak. There 
are rather numerous enquiries, but they are made at remarkably 
low rates. English pig has been quoted at 1/ 18s. 9d. to 
I/. 19s. 2d. per ton; Luxembourg pig has made about former 
rates. In the Charleroi district refining pig hard iron has made 
I/7. [8s. dd. per ton, while ordinary pig has not brought more 
than IZ, 15s. per ton, and mixed pig 1/. 12s. per ton. No. | iron 
has fallen to 42. 8s, per ton for exportation, but on home account 
it has been maintained at 4/. 10s, per ton. No. 2 has been 
maintained with difficulty at 42 14s. per ton, while No. 3 has 
been barely supported at 5/. per ton. Girders have ranged from 
1/7, lds. to 42.

The Belgian Coal Trade has scarcely varied. It may be re- 
marked, however, that some descriptions of coal have been dis- 
posed of with a certain difficulty. Industrial coal has, for 
instance, been rather pressed for sale, and the demand for house- 
hold coal has also rather sensibly fallen off. This is, for the rest, 
the period of the yeal when a downward movement in prices is 
regularly witnessed. Work has been resumed in the Couchant 
le Mons; prices remain at about the level at which they stood 
vefore the strike. The current price for coke has been about 10s. 
ton. The German Coal Trade has remained very much 
in sfifu quo, On the one hand, prices cannot be reduced below 
the level to which they have declined, except perhaps as regards 
iouschold coal; on the other hand, the general circumstances of 
the times rendering advance out of the question. The utmost 
which can be hoped for is a maintenance of prices at their present 
level, but the tendency has been rather towards concessions than 
otherwise. The total production of coal by private industry in 
the Dortmund district last year was 28,197,749 tons, as compared 
with 27,663,918 tons in 1885, showing an increase of 553,831 tons 
last year. The production of the Government coal mines last 
year in the Dortmund district was 202,837 tons, as compared 
with 199,107 tons in 1883. The general progress of the extrac- 
tion last year, as compared with 1883, was accordingly 537,561 
tons. The exports of German coal to Italy via the St. Gothard 
have been falling off of late. ,

METALLIC MINING IN SERVIA. 


In our issue of March 21 an interesting and exhaustive article 
appeared upon Ancient and Modern Mining in Servia—a country 
which is of the highest interest in a metallurgical point of view, 
but one that is almost practically unknown to most of our readers. 
Up to a very few years ago little or nothing of a decided nature 
was done towards the development of the richness of this new 
singdom ; latterly, however, experienced geologists from Eng- 
land and other countries have taken the question up, and have 
tbundantly proved the almost inexhaustible natural richness 
which this beautiful and romantic mountainous land possesses. 
Messrs. Hollway Bros., well-known to the copper world, have 
inclertaken large works for the conversion of the comparatively 
ow -class coppel ores of M tidanpek, of which there seems to be an 
imost unlimited amount. These operations are on a very large 


cale, and have been attended with a considerable amount of 
succe \ syndicate from the north of the Tweed have under- 
taken the cde elopm t of one of the vast coal fields on the 
outhern front of the land. Some Austrian gentlemen in- 
terested in the country have lately most successfully developed 
some of the tertiary coal beds on the north-eastern border clos¢ 

to the Danube, Ct I Knglish ipitalists and experts, | 
notably Leach and Co., who are working the well-known rich 
ily mines of Maidan Kuchina, and the lias coal beds of 
Mellnitza, have done with their friends, Messrs. Jameson and 
Woods, most towards the development of the resources of the land. 
Messrs, Jameson and Woods were the lirst cliscoverers, and 
explorers of the celebrated qui ksilver and silver-lead deposit 

in the vicinity of Belgrade. This deposit is now being vigorously 


rrosecuted by an English syndicate company, whose researches 
ire being watched with great interest throughout Europe; and 





we shortly expect to hi of startling discoveries being made 
when the drifts and shafts now in course of completion ar 
inished. The development of the zine industry at Maidan 
Kuchina, where extensive zine distillery and smelting works | 
have been erected have led to some most interesting discoveries 
Che calamine and zine blende, these found in enormous quanti- 
ties, have now been discovered to contain, in addition to a larg 
quantity of silver and several ounces of gold to the ton, a quit 
traordinary percentage of cadmium and notable quantities of 
t rare and newly-discovered metals thallium, iridium, and 
lium In th une district, and not far from the zine Kodion, | 
<el and cobalt, as well as manganese and some ruby silver ore. 
have been discovered, and measures will shortly be taken for 


their thorough development. Carrara marble and gold quartz 
have been discovered in the Kuchina district. The former being 
perfectly clear and free from veins and faults. The latter giving 
up to 3 ozs. of gold per ton, with a certain quantity of plati- 
num, which appears to be very extensively distributed in small 
quantities throughout the ores of these districts. 

The silver ores, especially at Maidan Kuchina are very various 
in their nature; in some places iron oxide containing chloride of 
silver is found in small rake veins, which yields as much as 
150 ozs. of silver to the ton of ore, and 7 ozs of gold; this mineral 
deposit is practically free from lead. Other veins at a lower 
depth of the junction of trachyte with limestone are mostly auri- 
ferous and argentiferous galena, with zinc blende, giving a gene- 
ral average of 1} oz. of gold, and 40 ozs. of silver to the ton of 
raw ore, worth from 30 to 40 per cent. of lead, These deposits, 
whigh are occasionally very large and pure, extending to 8 metres 
in width, contain platinum and some of the rarer metals before 
mentioned, as well as copper, nickel, and cobalt. It need hardly 
be mentioned that these have been explored in the depth by the 
aid of shafts and extensive pumping machinery, and the bottom 
of the deposits has not yet been reached at a depth of 40 fms. 
Asbestos is found in the serpentine formation in the centre of 
the country, but this, up to the present time, has not been 
worked. Immense deposits of copper ore, largely mixed with 
iron pyrites, something resembling the Tharsis and 
Rio Tinto undertaking exists in the eastern central 
part of Servia; these will shortly be worked on a considerable 
scale. In Western Servia, towards Bosnia, copper and lead, and 
witimony veins attain their highest development. This province 
of the land is poor in silver and gold, but the indications already 
»xplored in the veins opened up will probably lead to this being 
the greatest copper yielding district of the kingdom. In the 
western portion of the country the most extensive and perfect 
beds of lithographic stone known to Europe have been discovered, 
und sample blocks of great size have been tried in London, Paris, 
New York, Vienna, and Frankfort-on-Maine, and have proved 
qual in every respect to the best stone sent from the quarries of 
Pappeaheim, and Solenhof, in Bavaria, which have the monopoly 
f the European market for the article, but are supposed to be nearly 
exhausted. In the course of a few weeks extensive works will be 
omm-enced at the Servian lithographic stone quarries of Struganik, 
with the support of both German and English capitalists. One 
remarkable fact may be mentioned, that all the works, metal- 
lurgical and mining, now existing in Servia are either private 
undertakings or private syndicates, and therefore this wholesome 
‘tate of things seems to point to their genuineness, Perhaps in 
the future public companies will arise for the development of the 
riches in which millions might be invested in every part of the 
country. Of course where so much is to be got with apparently 
so little trouble the investing public should be extraordinarily 
ritical in examining and contirming titles, and to see that the 
representative of the British nation in this country should insist 
ipon having everything very clear with the Government before 
great operations are undertaken, because it must never be lost 
sight of that the land was an Eastern country for many genera- 
tions, and duplicity amongst the Orientals is a creed. 





FATAL COLLIERY EXPLOSION. 

A serious explosion, involving the loss of a number of lives, occurred 
yn Wednesday morning at the Great Fenton Colliery, near Stoke-on- 
[rent. About 110 men were down One Stone Pit at the time of the 
explosion. Had the catastrophe happened a little later 200 more 
men would have been in the workings, The accident was caused 
throuzh the firing of a shot in a place where gas had previously accu- 
mulated. From what can be ascertained the explosion occurred 
before the full shift had entered upon their work. Mr. Lawrence 
Foulds, general manager, was at once on the scene of the disaster, 
and other heads of departments were communicated with, as were 
ilso the Government Inspectors, Mr. T. Wynne, and his assistant, 
Mr. Sawyer. The latter gentleman arrived shortly after 10 o'clock, 
Mr. W. Robson, colliery manager, who was about the grounds at the 
time, joined an exploring party which descended the pit. The bodies 
of three men have been brought to the surface, and four other men, 
yne badly injured, have alsolanded. This is the first fatal explosion 
that has occurred at thiscolliery, which is the largest and one of the 
best managed in North Staffordshire,and has every modern appliance 
attached. 

Telegraphing on Wednesday evening the Press Association corre- 

spondent at Stoke-on-Trent says:—Mr. Sawyer, the Government 
{nspector, and the exploring party returned to the surface later in 
the afternoon, and reported that all danger had passed. They met 
with difficulty in reaching the scene of the explosion, owing to the 
serious falls of roof which have taken place. They have, however, 
some to the conclusion that the explosion occurred in the Knowles 
seam, where, fortunately, only seven men were employed at the 
ime. The ventilation is reported to be very good, and Mr. Sawyer 
thinks there is no probability of any further explosion. Two of the 
enginemen were found close to the face of the level. At the time 
of the explosion there were 300 men in the Sutherland Pit, none of 
whom were in the least injured, and all have been brought to the 
bank. In the Lower Pit itself there were about 100 men at work, 
ind all, with the exception of one (mentioned below), are accounted 
for. Among those slightly injured was Henry Hammond, of Mall- 
lane, Longton, whose brother still remains in the pit. They were 
working together “hooking on” at the pit bottom. The force of 
the explosion threw him down and injured his back, His neck was 
ilso burned. He dves not know what became of his brother. The 
names of the killed are—Samuel Daniels, of Handford ; Edward 
Forester, of Mall-lane, Longton; William Hammond, Cross Keys, 
Fenton; and a collier named Beach. Among the more seriously 
injured are—John Bethal, Handford; James Booth, a lad; Sam 
James Nash, 16, Fenton; John Hooks, 25, Newcastle; George 
Cooper, Handford; Thomas Forester, slightly burned; Robert and 
Joseph Riley, brothers, seriously burned, 

Up to Thursday night two more deaths have occurred in connexion 
with Wednesday’s explosion at the Great Fenton Colliery, the dc- 
seased being Robert and Joseph Riley, brothers, of Longton. A 
third man, Bethell, is at present lying i » the North StaffordInfirmary, 
is progressing favourably. Theother «x men injured by the disaster 
ire at their own homes, and no serious results are apprehended. 
Evidence points to the fact that the catastrophe arose from the 
firing of a shot, and the strictest investigation will be made on this 
point.

A visit to the works of Messrs. Paterson and Cooper, at Pownall- 
road, Dalston, London, has revealed so much of interest and value 
to the various branches of engineering which this Journal represents 
as to induce us to acquaint our readers with the details of a modern 
electro-plating plant.
